Mr. Speaker. 


The Electoral Boundaries Commission established pursuant to 
The Electoral Boundaries Commission Act, Statutes of Alberta, 
1969, chapter 27, submits this report as required by section 7 (1) 
of the Act. 


The members of the Commission appointed by Order-in-Council 
1124/69 dated January 24, 1969, as provided in the Act were:

Vacancies on the Commission occurring as a result of the death 
of Mr. Switzer and the resignation of Mr. Sykes were filled by 
Mr. W. Dickie, M.L.A. and Mr. J. M. Pierce respectively. 


The Commission held its first meeting at Edmonton, Alberta, 
on July 10, 1969, and since that date had been engaged with all 
reasonable despatch in the preparation of this report. 


On July 21, 1969, The Honourable F. C. Colborne, the_Chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee on Redistribution Procedure 
appointed by resolution of the Legislature of Alberta on April 5, 
1968, came before the commission and described the work of the 
Committee and the intent of the recommendations upon which 
The Electoral Boundaries Commission Act is based. 


Section 13 (2) of the Act was exhaustively studied by the 
Commission and it was unanimously agreed that this section did 
not accurately reflect the intention of the Committee on Re- 
distribution Procedure or of the Legislature in that it could be 
applied in a manner that would result in the apportionment of the 
75 electoral divisions provided for in section 12 of the Act into 
33 urban electoral divisions and 42 rural electoral divisions. 


The Commission members unanimously agreed to submit this 
report on the basis of an interpretation of section 13 (2) that 
would carry out the intent of the Legislature. The following 
calculations were then made based upon the “voter population” as 
defined in section 2 (e) of the Act:

Further calculations were made for the purpose of obtaining 
figures to apply section 16 and section 17 of the Act:

The Commission caused a notice to be carried in all Provincial 
daily and weekly newspapers informing the citizens of Alberta 
that the Commission would receive representations concerning the 
redistribution of electoral boundaries. This notice, copy of 
which is attached as Appendix A to this report, was carried by the 
respective newspapers in the month of August, 1969. 


Several submissions in writing were received and were 
acknowledged by the Commission. The Commission in making the 
proposals contained in this report took into consideration the 
contents of these submissions. 


Maps delineating the boundaries of the polls existing at the 
time of the last Provincial general election were obtained. The 
number of voters registered in each poll was plotted. 


Using the figures resulting from the above described calcula- 
tions together with the information as to the distribution of the 
voter population contained in the maps obtained and guided by 
the redistribution rules laid down in Part 2 of the Act, the 
Commission divided the Province into 75 electoral divisions, 38 
of which are urban and 37 of which are rural. 


The proposed boundaries of these electoral divisions and the 
proposed names thereof are described in Appendix B. The 
electoral divisions are geographically depicted on the maps at- 
tached to this report as Appendices C, D, E and F. 


The Commission did not deem it appropriate to hold hearings 
prior to the submission of this report. Hearings are however 
being scheduled for the month of January, 1970. Notice of these 
hearings will be given as provided in section 8 (2) of the Act. 


Following publication of this report in The Alberta Gazette as 
provided in section 7 (2) of the Act the Commission will again 
publish a notice similar to Appendix A and will hold hearings in 
such centres, in addition to those already scheduled, as it deems 
appropriate.

APPENDIX “B” 


NAMES OF THE RECOMMENDED ELECTORAL 
DIVISIONS AND A DESCRIPTION OF 
THE BOUNDARIES OF EACH 


In accordance with section 12 of The Electoral Boun- 
daries Commission Act, the Province of Alberta is divided 
into seventy-five electoral divisions, each of which shall 
return one member. The Commission proposes that the 
electoral divisions be named and described as follows: 


In descriptions, reference to sections, townships, 
ranges and meridians is in accordance with the Lands 
system of survey as provided for in The Alberta Surveys 
Act and includes the extension thereof in accordance with 
said system; and the bank of a river is referred to as the 
right or left bank, according to whether it is to the right or 
left respectively on facing downstream. 
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1. SPIRIT RIVER 


The boundary whereof is as follows: Commencing at 
the north-west corner of the Province; thence easterly along 
the north boundary of the Province to the 6th meridian; 
thence southerly along the said 6th meridian to the north 
boundary of township 96; thence westerly along the said 
north boundary to the east boundary of range 2, west of 
the 6th meridian; thence southerly along the said east 
boundary to the north boundary of township 85; thence 
easterly along the said north boundary to the 6th meridian; 
thence southerly along the said 6th meridian to the north 
boundary of township 76; thence westerly along the said 
north boundary to the west boundary of the Province; 
thence northerly along the said west boundary to the point 
of commencement. 


2. PEACE RIVER 


The boundary whereof is as follows: Commencing at 
the intersection of the east boundary of range 10, west of 
the 5th meridian with the north boundary of the Province; 
thence southerly along the said east boundary of range 10 
to the north boundary of township 82; thence westerly 
along the said north boundary to the left bank of the Smoky 
River; thence upstream along the said left bank to the 
north boundary of township 80; thence westerly along the 
said north boundary to the left bank of the Peace River in 
range 25, west of the 5th meridian; thence upstream along 
the said left bank to the 6th meridian; thence northerly 
along the said 6th meridian to the north boundary of town- 
ship 85; thence westerly along the said north boundary to 
the east boundary of range 2, west of the 6th meridian; 
thence northerly along the said east boundary to the north 
boundary of township 96; thence easterly along the said 
north boundary to the 6th meridian; thence northerly along 
the said 6th meridian to the north boundary of the Prov- 
ince; thence easterly along the said north boundary to the 
point of commencement. 


3. McMURRAY 


The boundary whereof is as follows: Commencing at 
the north-east corner of the Province; thence southerly 
along the 4th meridian to the north boundary of township 
72: thence westerly along the said north boundary to the 
east boundary of range 9, west of the 4th meridian; thence 
southerly along the said. east boundary to the north boun- 
dary of township 70; thence westerly along the said north 
boundary to the left bank of the Athabasca River in range 
24, west of the 4th meridian; thence upstream along the 
said left bank to the east boundary of range 25 west of the 
Ath meridian; thence northerly along the said east boun- 
dary to the north boundary of township 76; thence westerly 
along the said north boundary to the east boundary of range 
7, west of the 5th meridian; thence northerly along the 
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said east boundary to the north boundary of township 82;

of the 4th meridian, to the 5th meridian; thence northerly 
along the said 5th meridian to the north-east corner of 
section 24, township 59, range 1, west of the 5th meridian;
